In the report it was said that in ti

enacted by the Third Plenary Sess’ lith Party Central Committee and 
carried out each of the reotat toga pprowed by the Second and Third sessions of 
the Fifth Peoples Congress. Gove nts at all levels devoted their main energies 
to economic work and carried out the programs of readjustment, reform, 
rectification and improvement. According to the spirit of the directive of the 
varty Central Committee and the State Council which gave approval to the carrying 
out of especial policies and flexible measures by Guangdong, they readjusted the 
national economy, reformed the economic management system, vigorously expanded 
foreign economic activities, experimentally operated special economic zones and 
brought Guangdong's advantages into full play. They advanced steadily in each of 
these areas.

The report briefly described the achievements and development accompliched in each 
aspect of the economy, culture and education in our province during 1980 which 
resulted in bumper harvests. The per-mu yield and total production of grain and 
oil-bearing crops exceeded highest historical levels. The total provincial grain 
output reached «a volume in excess of 35.9 billion jin, an increase of 1.37 billion 
jin over the previous year. The total peanut production of 10 million dan was an 
increase of 21 percent over the previous year. Both products exceeded the 
production growth requireemnts proposed by the Second Session of the Fifth 
Provincial People's Congress. Sugarcane, silkworm cocoons, soybeans, tea leaves 
and fruit all enjoyed various degrees of production increase. The total income of 
the collective farms grew by approximately 8 percent over last year with each 








commune menber's average share being 110 yuan, or an increase of 22 yuan over the 
previous year. Everywhere in the villages were presented scenes which were Lively 
and thriving a8 well a8 joyous. Industrial production had sustained growth, with 
growth in Light inadustey being especially impressive. The total industrial output 
value of 1980 province-wide registered an increase of 8.76 percent over that of 
the previous year; this exceeded the planned annual increase by 6 percent. Of 
thie (industrial growth), light industry increased 15.6 percent. The proportion 
of the total industrial output value attributed to Light industry grew from the 
previous year's 57.2 percent to 60.8 percent and the lLong-inequitable proportional 
relationship with regard to light industry began to show a change. Profits handed 
over to the state by state-run industries increased by 21.2 percent. Many 
manufactured goods for daily use which for a long time were in critically short 
supply are now being supplied freely. In 1980 the average wage income for staff 
and workers was increased from the 670 yuan of the previous year to 776 yuan. The 
towns and villages created jobs for 450,000 people. 


Construction of housing in the towns and villages total‘ed 5.12 million square 
meters, an imerease of 50.6 percent over the previous year. In terms of the total 
amount of housing constructed, it was the biggest year since liberation. There 
was also comparatively great progress in foreign economic activities. Foreign 
purchases and exports overfulfilled the annual plan, and exceeded highest 
historical levels. Foreign exchange earnings reached 2.4 billion U.S. dollars, an 
increase of 17.4 percent over the previous year. Successful results can already 
be seen in the construction of the Shenzhen and Zhuhai (Pearl River) special 
economic zones. In the financial area there was an increase in revenue with a 
lecrease in expenditure, which resulted in a valance of revenue and expenditure 
aiong with a slight surplus. At the same time that the abovementioned economic 
construction schemes were being achieved, there were also major achievements made 
in science and technology, education, culture, public health, and physical culture. 


in report pointed out that in the areas of carrying forward socia) | jemoc racy 
and perfecting the socialist legal system and in strengthening the people's 
jemocratic dictatorship, a gre* amount of work was done during the last year. Of 
the 114 cities and counties ‘di tricts) in the province, L1l undertook direct 
election of people's representatives and moreover 91 cities and counties 
(districts) convened people's congresses ond elected and installed city and county 
(district) people's governments, to go one step farther in strengthening political 
construction. Relying on the cooperation of specialized trades units and the 
masses, public security and judicial departments at all levels took strong 
measures against the destructive activities of counterrevolutionary elements and 
virious Kinds of criminal elements. They cracked down on smuggling, and 
speculation and profiteering activities to guarantee the smooth progress of 
yuilding for the four modernizations. The report stressed t'ai one vbvious 
special characteristic of the present favorable state of affairs in the province 
is the commencing of economic activities. For the past year, six items from the 
“ercht-character policy" have been chiefly grasped: (1) broadening of 
agricultural economic policies, upholding the independent authority of the 
production brigades, putting into effect the various forms of production 
responsibility system, impro g labor remuneration calculation methods, 
lightening the burdens borne . the peasants, r3ising purchase prices of some 
‘ecicultural by-products, and ailowing the =.sants to achieve real benefits whiie 
bringing production initiative into play; (2) effecting a preliminary 

















restructuring of the economic system, expanding independent authority of 
enterprise and production operating unite, suitably expanding the control 
Limitations of the counties and cities, and using the real situation as a point of 
departure in resolving work probleme at those levels which were comparatively able 
Lo bring into full play their own initiative; (3) readjusting the propor ional 
relationship between light and heavy in agriculture, readjusting the internal 
structure of industry and agriculture, and bringing about the initial changes in 
the situation involving the serious proportional imbalances in the national 
economy; (4) under the leadership of the state plan, bringing into full play the 
regulating funetion of the marketplace, clearing out and expanding the clearing 
out of waterways, livening up the econowy in the cities and the countryside as 
well as the exchanges (of goods) with the outside provinces and foreign nations; 
(5) pulling iate effect the system of rewards and bonuses, implement ' ng the 
policies of allocation (of profits) according to work, with the most oay going for 
the most work, and Linking the material benefits of the workers with the quality 
or lack thereof in production operations management; and (6) putting into effeet 
the policies of “opening up" foreign (trade), putting into full play che 
advantages of Guangdong, operating special sones on a trial basis, 
enthusiastically expanding foreign (trade) economic activities, developing foreign 
trade and the touriom industry. Summing up, it was by eliminating the restraints 
of leftist leading ideology which existed for a long time in economic work, and by 
conducting affairs by paying heed to objective economic laws and natural laws, and 
paying attention to economic results, that enabled our work to comparatively 
conform to objective reality. 


At the same time that the rer ct fully affirmed the achievements of work and the 
favorable conditions °° out the province for the past year, it also pointed 
out quite a few difficulties and problems which still remain, and acknowledged, 
moreover, that we must keep a clear mind as we continue to push each work project 
forward in a down-to-earth manner.

CRITICISM, SELF-CRITICISM SUPPORTS PARTY LINE

|Article: "Self-conseivusly Launch a Program of Criticiem and Self-criticiem 
To Clear Up ‘Leftist’ ideology") 


{Text] The Xuzhou Municipal Committee of the CCP recently held a rotation- 
training class specializing in the documents resulting from the Central Com- 
mittee's work conference, and in a planned way trained leading cadres by ro- 
tation. The 552 cadres engaged in political work who participated in the firs, 
study session, within the space of nearly 20 days, conscientiously studied the 
Central Committee's documents, closely tied in the actual ideological situation 
in our country, self-consciously launched a program of criticism and self- 
criticism, cleared up the influence of "lef ist" ideology, deepened their under- 
standing of the party's line, programs, and policies since the third plenum, 

and heightened their self-consciousness in implementing the programs formulated 
by the Central Committee's work conference. Everyone felt that as a result of 
this study cheir logic was straightened out, their direction was clarified, they 
were brought closer to the spirit of the third plenum, they relied more closely 
on the party Central Committee, and their resoluticn to step up their ideologi- 
cal and political work and do a good job of readjustment had increased. 


This city-run specialized rotation training course was carried out on the basis 
of widespread study over the entire area at an earlier stage. Previous to this, 
the municipal committee had transferred over 30 cadres, divided into 6 groups, 
separately to 19 area offices and other bodies and basic-level units, to carry 
out 10 days of investigation among over 600 cadres and representatives of the 
masses. They discovered from their investigations that some cadres, particularly 
a proportion of cadres engaged in political work, to one degree or another have 
vague conceptions of the line, programs, and policies since the third plenum, and 
of the major policies decided upon by the Central Commit.ee, -nd cven harbor a 
suspicious attitude, the main fundamental cause being the fact that they have not 
freed themselves of the ideological influence of the “left.” And for that very 
reason, they have not been effective in helping others to clear up their ideologi- 
eal problems. Following this investigation and analysis, the municipal committee 
considered that the majority of these comrades had the wish to immerse themselves 
in study and heighten their ideological understanding; all that was necessary was 
to provide them with an opportunity for study, organize them to conscientiously 
study the Central Committee's documents, . provide correct guidance, and their 























ideological problema would not be difficult to solve, And if those doing the 
educating were themselves educated first, then it would be possible to guide 
the broad masses of cadres and the masses into greater depths of study, The 
municipal committee formed the determination to carry out specialized rotation 
training courses in 3 separate sessions for over 1,000 party committee secre- 
taries, disciplinary committee secretaries, organisational section chiefs, 
propaganda section chiefs of area offices and key enterprises throughout the 
entire city, 


before taking part in tf’ rotation training course, a good many comrades had 
underestimated the infi..nee of the “left,” some had considered that they 
themselves did not have any duty to clear up “leftis«” ideological influence, 
and some even considered that the persevering in the four basic principles pro- 
posed by the Central Committee, and the augmenting of ideological political work 
were directed at rightiem, and that we must aleo restore “the whole set of what 
was in the pas’" [leftiem). Through etudy and discussion, everyone recognized 
that the ideology and error of the “left” was not only prominently manifested in 
economic work, but was also manifested on every work front, and that itis an 
overall problem. As for cadres engaged in political work, in the past under 
the guiding ideology of the “left,” their “leftiem" had become habitual, so that 
clearing up the influence of the “left” is a pressing task at present for cadres 
engaged in political work. Some cadres said that: “In the past, being our- 
selves immersed in ‘leftiem,' we did not realize the nature of this ‘leftiem'; 
the party's programe and policies are quite clearly correct, and what we our- 
selves had one-sidedly supposed, was not on the right track; we were worried 
first about confusion and secondly about rightiem, and only now have we come 

to know that we have been guilty of the disease of ‘leftiem' in considering 
‘left’ to be correct and correctness to be ‘right.'” After heightening their 
understanding, ev°rvone took the initiative in presenting the facts regarding 
the man‘feetations of “leftiem,” discussing the dangers of “leftiem,"” investi- 
gating the origins of “lefties,” and discussing the lessons learned from our 
experience of “leftiem,” and tying in certain relevant features of the actual 
work and ideological situation in our country as an initial step in clearing 

up the influence of the error of the “left” upon our ideological political 
work. The first is book worship, placing importance only on “higher” things, 
only on books, and not on realities; the second is stubbornly maintaining the 
clase etruggle as the guiding principle in life, confusing the dividing line 
hetween the two different kinds of contradiction, elevating questions of under- 
standing into political questions, and incorrectly considering internal cont ra- 
dictions among the people to represent contradictions between the enemy and 
ourselves; the third is reversing the proper relationship between politics and 
economics, engaging in phoney politics and ideological omnipotence; the fourth 
in refusing to hear differing views in our ideological work, and adopting the 
methods of "I apeak you listen,” “I straighten you out,” and “I oppress, you 
obey"; the fifth is, in propaganda work, engaging in formaliem, “false, on a 
big scale, and empty,” excessive uniformity, and “one gust of wind"; the sixth 
is, in organizational work, promoting people solely on the basis of favoritism, 
promoting a cadre policy based on factionalism, stressing the unique impor- 
tance of class origin, severing the relationship between Red and Expert, and 
considering it an honor to be a nonprofessional; and the seventh is consider- 
ing only oneself to be truly “left,” existing in one's own solitary splendor, 
and denying the unified line of the party. 

















Tue Xushou Municipal Committee provided correct guidance for the rotation train- 
ing clase, and their experience was getting a good hold on three links: First of 
all conscientiously doing a good job of studying the Central Committee's docu- 
ments, and emphasizing the understanding of their basic spirit, The municipal 
committee's secretary and assistant secretary personally taught classes and 
served ae teachers, and at the same time two assistant directors of the munici- 
pal revolutionary committee and eight people in charge of running ministries 

and commissions came together to the rotation training clase to eat, live, and 
atudy together with the students, They not only read the documenta, but also 
provided explanations of their basic content and ideologic essence, and supplied 
pertinent anawere to everyone's questions. Secondly, they spent time on clearing 
up people's “leftiet” ideology. In arranging the study classes they did not 
simply deal with probleme as they came up, but guided everyone in acquiring a good 
grasp of the guiding thought summed up by the third plenum, turned on everyone's 
ideological main switch, and took off their “left"-colored glasses for them, 

The broad masses of cadres have had personal experience of “leftist” things, and 
have been personally harmed by them; all that was nec seary was for them to set 
their overail guiding ideology on the right track and treat the root causes of 
their disease, and any concrete ideological problema they had were easy to 
solve. Thirdly, they persevered in clarifying guiding policies, caused criti- 
ciem and self-criticiem to exist in a context of etudy and discussion, and in 

a context of Looking back over history and forming general conclusions on the 
basis of lessons learned. Everyone spoke as much as they liked, and inspired 
one another, and the leading cadres participating in the study classes took the 
initiative in talking at length about their personal understanding of what 
clearing up “leftist” ideology meant for th m, summed up their experience and 
lessons learned, listened to everybody's opinions and criticisms, took the lead 
in study, took the Lead in self-criticiem, and had a most encouraging effect 

on everyone.

|fext] Since Last year, the various democratic party factions in our province 
have reeruited a number of new members. Up to the present, throughout the 
province the 7 democratic party factions, People's Revolutionary, People's 
Alliance, People's Construction, People's Progress, Agricultural and Indus- 
trial, September 3rd, and Taiwan Alliance, altogether recruited 555 new 
members. 


In order to consolidate and develop a unified revolutionary and patriotic line, 
and carry through the guiding principle of “coexistence over a long period, and 
mutual supervision,” the various democratic party factions in our province, 

on the basis of restoring their activities, within the framework of dividing 
up work with each having ite own focal point, and being interconnected, imple- 
menting the principle of combining consolidation with further development, and 
by means of launching a program of democratic party factional work and activi- 
ties, actively and with planning expanded its membership, resulting in a situa- 
tion in which, when the time became ripe for a person to become a member, he 
became a mener. 


Among the new merbers recruited on the occasion of the various democratic party 
factions’ expansion of their membership in our piovince, there were both old 
apecialiats over 70 -ears of age, and middle-aged and young intellectuals rich 
in both experience anu ability, the oldest was 81 years old and the youngest 2/7. 
Many among them are mainstay professionals and progressive workers on all fronts. 
For example, among the new sembers participating in the Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Democratic Party are 2« mainstay professiona's consisting of physicians- 
in-charge and above; and newly participating in the People's Construction Party 
are 32 mainstay professionals concisting of factory and other enterprise section 
chiefs, comprising 45 percent of the People's Construction Party's new members. 
Among the new members participating in the People's Progress Party are 32 pro- 
gressive and exemplary workers, and among the People's Alliance Party's new mem- 
bere are 56 progressive workers, comprising 39 percent of that party's new 
members.

Among the new members recruited by the various democratic parties on this occa-

REMOVAL OF PREFECTURE FIRST SECRETARY IN SHANXI DESCRIBED 
Rei jing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 2 Apr 81 p 3

Yuncheng Prefecture Go From Turmoil to Stability and Unity"? ] 


[Text] Editor's note: Much has been done by Yuncheng 
Prefecture, Shanxi, to overcome turmoil and instability 
and to achieve etability and unity. The most important 
case in point ie that it has used the line of the third 
plenum as a rallying point for its cadres to unify their 
thinking and to strive to eliminate the pernicious influ- 
ence of the left deviationist line. It is deeply believed 
in the prefecture that the left deviationist line is the 
root cause of turmoil and instability, while the guide ines 
of the third plenum are a fundamental guarantee for stability 
and unity. 


At present, the central task of the entire party and the 
entire nation is to further readjust the economy and bring 
about greater political stability. To this end, we must 
resolutely implement the line, principles and policies 
adopted since the third plenum, continue to eliminate the 
pernicious influence of the left deviationist line, and 
atruggle against all tendencies to violate the four basic 
principles and the guidelines of the third plenum. 


As a result of a year's work, the problem of turmoil and instability, a matter of 
public concern in Yuncheng Prefecture, Shanxi Province, has been initially solved, 
and a situation of stability and unity has begun to prevail there, thanks to the 
efforts to unify the people's thinking behind the line of the Third Plenary Session 
of the Lith Party Central Committee. 


In October 1979, the Shanxi Province party committee relieved Zhang Huaiying [1728 

2037 5391] of his duties as first secretary of the Yuncheng Prefecture party committee, 
thus removing a big obstacle to the resolution of the problem of Yuncheng Prefecture. 
Soon a joint investigation team was formed by the Central Organization Department, 

the Shanxi Province party committee, and the Yuncheng Prefecture party committee as 

a step toward seeking a solution to this problem. Today, an investigation has 

cleared up the situation there. The joint investigation team has suggested to the 
Shanxi Province party committee that Zhang Huaiyi>='s grave violation of law and 
discipline should be dealt with severely. 
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Musically, what experiences has Yuncheng Prefecture gained in achieving stability 
and unity? 


Pivret, the left deviationiat line ia the root cause of turmoil! and inatability; the 
implementation of the guidelines of the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party 
Central Committee is a fundamental guarantee for achieving stability and wnity, The 
problem of Yuncheng Prefecture began to develop and increasingly deteriorate after 
thang Wuaiying's arrival there in November 1975. Zhang Huaiying committed mistakes 
long before the start of the "Cultural Revolution.” Disciplinary action was taken 
against him by the party for that reason, At the beginning of the "Cultural Revolu- 
tion,” “vowing not to live under the same sky with capitalist roaders," he organized 
rebels to take part in the activities of usurping and capturing party and state power 
in Jinghong Prefecture, Shanxi. We was called "a leftiat" by Gang Sheng, and after 
the power atruggle was over he became a member of the Standing Committee of the 
Shanxi Province party committee and director of the office of the core group, an 
important figure for turmoil and inetability in Shanxi. Later, he was criticized 
hy name by Premier Zhou and ordered to remain in Hebei instead of returning to Shanxi. 
tventually, however, he returned there as deputy secreta v of the Xiyang County 
party committee with the connivance of that committee's former principal responsible 
person. Shortly after assuming that position, he was promoted to the number one 
position in Yuneheng Prefecture. He did his utmost to publicize and vigorously push 
the left deviationiat line not only before the downfall of the “gang of four" but 
also after it was emashed. He even continued to insist on doing evil without making 
any effort to correct his mistakes after the conclusion of the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Perty Central Committee. In addition to opposing the discussion on the 
riterion of truth, he resisted the drive to criticize the left deviationist line; 

“ move to rehabilitate those who had been wungly, falsely and unjustly charged 

ond sentenced; and the move to correct the serious mistakes resulting from the investi- 
sation of elements associated with the "gang of four.” He also failed to implement 
the economic policy for the countryside, declaring that “since ancient times, no 
‘ing has ever acknowledged his mistakes or looked back after reaching the point of 
no return." The masses were greatly incensed when he acquiesced in deliberate attacks 
the excellent situation that has developed since the third plenum mounted by some 
county party committee secretaries at meetings in his presence, when they called 
such an excellent situation and “adverse wind that blows a thousand miles," "a great 
atastrophe,” and “an arrogant speech that floods the rivers." Consequently, the 
oreteetural and same county-level leading groups were divided, paralyzed or semi- 
porolyzed; visitore and petitioners stormed the prefectural and county leading 
organs and surrounded and attacked responsible cadres; big-character posters and 
luge streamers were seen everywhere throughout the cities. The social order and 

the organization of production and work were seriously disrupted. In light of this 
situotion, the investigation team unequivocally called on and organized vast numbers 
of cadres to criticize the left deviationist line and to conscientious!y study the 
documents and central leading comrades’ speeches issued and di |iverea since the 
third plenum in an effort to unify and raise the thinking of the overwhelming majority 
of cadres to the level of the line of the third plenum and stabilize the situation. 
in this way, a firm groundwork has been laid for Y ncheng to straighten out its 
problem and distinguish right from wrong on the basis of seeking truth from facts. 





Second, it is necessary to eliminate the pernicious influence of the movement "to 
learn from Dazhai,” and resolutely implement th provisions of the Central Committees 
wo documents on agriculture and a series of ..e party's economic policies for the 
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countryside, Zhang Wusiyving spent a long time working in Xiyang, which gave him an 
opportunity to establish special intimate relations with the former principal 
responsible person of the county party committee. It was this connection that led 

to him being placed in the position of the secretary of the prefectural party committee, 
This is why he spared no effort to promote the “Daghai experiences" later on, 


Originally, the people in Yuncheng Prefecture were willing to learn from Dazhai, 

But what Zhang Huaiying introduced in Yuncheng was an adulterated version of the 
“Dathai experiences” coneocted during the “Cultural Revolution,” taking advanced 
examples of some experiences and converting them into ultraleftiset examples, which 
brought disaster to the people in Yuncheng. Linyi County wae the "first Dazhai- 
type county” built with his help in Yuncheng Prefecture. On the day it wae declared 
a Dashai-type county, many commune membere were forced to beg for food elsewhere, 

In response to the desires of the masses, the investigation team helped the prefectural 
party committee correct the past mistakes in learning [from Dazhai and implement the 
provisions of the two documents on agriculture, to the warm welcome of the broad 
masses of cadres and commune members, As a result of extensive implementation of 
the production responsibility system, peasants there are now brimming with joy, 
willing to play an active role in promoting production. Despite a prolonged drought 
last year, the prefecture reaped bumper harvests of cottom and autumn crops and 
increased the output of edible oil by 170 percent. The rural village tra‘e faire 
are teeming with activities, markets are booming, while the retail sales oi social 
commodities have registered an ll-percent increase. Last year over 62,000 bicycles, 
over 37,000 sewing machines, over 49,000 wrist watches, over 6,700 television sets 
and over 58,000 radio sets were sold, helping to raise the peasants living standards. 
This economic boom has played a tremendous role in stabilizing the situation in the 
countryside. 


Third, seeking truth from facts is essential to correct serious mistakes that occurred 
through investigation. During the investigation movement that came in the wake of 
the smashing of the “gang of four,” Yuncheng Prefecture made those who took an 
unfavorable attitude toward the “Dazhai experiences” major targets of investigation, 
in violation of the central regulations governing the investigation of people. In 
this way many people were wrongly criticized and shockingly tortured in order to 
obtain confessions from them. The consequence of this torture was extremely serious. 
Findings from a case-by-case review of all cases under investigation, conducted by 

a task force organized by the investigation team and the Yuncheng Prefecture party 
committee, show that of the 2,126 individuals investigated throughout the prefecture, 
only 2 were found guilty of committing general political mistakes and 18 others were 
guilty of nothing but slips of the tongue and misconduct. Mishandled cases accounted 
for 99 percent or more of the total. Of the aforementioned total, over 780 were 
quarantined for interrogation, W were unlawfully imprisoned, 22 became sick and 
disabled and 9 died as a result of the investigation. Among them were deputy general 
secretaries of the prefectural party committee and other leading cadres. But in the 
face of such serious mistakes, the small group of people headed by Zhang Huaiying 
refused to admit any wrongdoing. They insisted that the investigation proceedings 
were “correct, sound and fair.” The investigation team has joined the prefectural 
party committee in rehabilitating and exonerating wrongly accused comrades, both 
alive and dead, and in looking aftertheir interests following their rehabilitation. 





Fourth, the conslidation and reorganization of leading groups is necessary. During 
the earlier investigation, Zhang Huaiying took the opportunity to organize his own 
factional forces. In 4 years, he replaced a total of 83 cadres at the level of the 
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prefectural party committee and the prefectural and county governments, who accounted 
for 22.3 pereent of the total; he replaced firet secretaries of county party comit- 
tees in 8 out of 13 counties in the prefecture, and would have replaced 2 more if 

he had remained in office; he replaced 1,830, of almost all, commune secretaries and 
deputy secretaries and commune chairmen and vice chairmen, Among those he appointed 
to leading poste at all levels were leaders of rebels, hooligans and vandals, degen- 
erates and decadent elements, and his faithful followers. A large number of comrades 
who stuck to their correct views were diemiesed from office. Today, the leading body 
of the prefectural party committee has been reshuffled. Five of ite Standing Committee 
members have been replaced by two new members. Over 50 young cadres or former rebels 
who were promoted to county and higher level leading poste in a blitekrieg manner 
have been relieved of their duties for boycotting the third plenum. Necessary adjust- 
mente have aleo been made regarding responsible person of the prefectural party 
committee, all prefectural departments and the top two wen in the county party 
committees, Practice has shown that unlese such people are transferred from their 
Original leading positions, they will stand in the way of the implementation of 
policies and will resist any attempt to slip up those groups of people under their 
control and tofluence. Meanwhile, attention quat be giv n to protecting "those who 
want to turn over a new leaf in life,” and preventing the “total reshuffle of leading 
bodies.” Although some individuals have committed mistakes, they should be allowed 
to keep their positions as lung as they are willing to mend their ways. The reason 
is that the overwhelming sajority of those who followed the ultraleftiat line under 
the threat of foree can get rid of the shackles of the left and advance along the 
party's eorrect line. There are other individuals whose attitude we are watching. 
Vhether or not they should be replaced depends on their efforts to correct their 
sistakes, 


iith, facttionaliem most be eliminated and unity strengthened. Although in Yuncheng 
vrefecture there remain remnante and influence of the two major factions of the 
‘Cultural Revelution' period, the new contradiction whose growth began with Zhang 
toatying’s arrival there hos become the primary concern. This contradiction was 
mainly re lected in che etruggle between his attempt to push the ultraleft line and 
foster hie ftactional forces and the efforts by the broad masses of cadres and people 
to resist and oppose them. Therefore, the emphasis in the elimination of factionaliem 
is on educating some comrades in the necessity of giving up their erroneous factional 
‘tond and recommitting themselves to the correct line, and on encouraging victimized 
owrsdes to emphasize unity, to forget personal grudges, to refrain from getting 
entangled in minute details, and from raising too high and excessive demands. for 
example, seores of cadres signed their names to a piece of paper listing the crimes 

of the secretary of the Xia County party committee when he refused to rehabilitate 
.ome victimized comrades. But these comrades forgave him as soon as he admitted his 
mivtokes and rehabilitated those deputy secretaries of the county party committee 
who had been falsely accused of being a “small gang of four." Many cadres have 
li ld heert<to-heart talke with comrades who were their advers:*i-s anu have apologized 
to thom for wrongly punishing them some time ago. In this way, grudges have dis- 
opoored and unity has been strengthened. 





Sixth, resolute efforte have been made to wipe out the evil wind. A few cadres in 
wthority whipped up an evil wind to sow the seeds of discord between the party and 
the masses, which became one of the factors causing unrest. This development made 
the people very angry. An investigation has — valed that the overwhelming majority 
if those elements who whipped up the evil wi... were former rebels who believed that 
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“when you have power, you have everything.” In order to reverse this evil trend 
and to redress the grievances of the people, over 300 migrants from rural to urban 
areas who vere recruited as workers by means of illegal back door dealings have been 
sent back where they came from, Basic steps have been taken to stop the bad trend 
in which basic level cadres used their authority to build homes for themselves in a 
big way. 


Today, the situation in Yuncheng has become more favorable than ever. The people 
there have been greatly encouraged by the party Central Committe's decision to cir- 
culate the Shan«i Province party committe's “report on experiences and lessons in 
learning from Dazhai in agriculture,” and ite approval of the Shanxi Province party 
committee's repor. on rehabilitating Comrades Xie Zhenhua [6200 2128 5478] and 

Cai Zhongnan (2580 0022 0589] and ite nullification of what the Shanxi people called 
the burdensome "11 regulations.” Of course, these achievements are only initial, 

We still have much more to do and many unsolved problems to solve, including the 
case of Zhang Huaiying, which has affected Yuncheng Prefecture as a whole and which 
should be seriously dealt with, The Yuncheng Prefecture party committee is determined 
to continue ite efforts to implement the inatructions of the Central Committee and 
the provincial party committee and to do a better job in all other fields,

IMPORTANCE OF CADRE LCOUCATION, THEORETICAL STUDY STRESSED

[Text| The provincial work conference on cadre education convened jointly by the 
province committee's organization and propaganda sections communicted the spirit of 
the natioral telephone conference on the work of cadre education, and combined it 
with the actual situation in our province, to propose an intitial program and impor- 
tant measures to step up cadre education and theoretical study. We hope that all 
levels of party committees in the course of the readjustment of our economy conscien- 
tiously gain a good grasp of this important matter and continuously promote the 
vance of cadre education work in our province. 


\fter the political line is formulated, the cadres are a decisive element." In the 
vew transitional historic period, gaining a good grasp of cadre education is especi- 
ally important. The economic readjustment we are in the process of carrying out is 
bringing order out of the chaos of the erroneous leftist tendency in economic work. 
ve to the long-standing existence and deep influence of “leftist” guiding ideology 
in economic work, it is especially necessary, by means of stepping up education and 
conselentiously studying the Central Committee's documents, to help the broad masses 
of eadres to acquire a profound understanding of the spirit of the further readjust- 
ment formulated by the Central Committee, really set their thinking straight, rid 
ourselves of "leftist" influences, adopt a conscientious attitude and positive actions, 
and leed the broad masses in doing a good job of the work of readjustment. We 
emphasize that all levels of party organization and party members and cadres must 
maintain political unanimity with the party Central Committee, and what is most 
important is that we maintain unanimity in our line, programs, and policies, and in 
maintaining the four basic principles. If we want a fundamental solution to this 
problem, then it is necessary for us to step up cadre education and theoretical study, 
hefehten our political-theoretical level, and unify our thinking with the correct 
line formulated by the Third Plenum.

However, since the end of the fifties, cadres education work 
wid theoretical study, as well as accelerat.. -.ducation to raise the cultural level 
of worker and peasant cadres, have steadily grown weaker and during the 10 years of 
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rampage were devasted in every possible way. As a result, at present the theoretical, 
professional, cultural, and leadership-managerial level of a considerable portion 

of cadres is comparatively low and is far from being sufficient to anawer the needs 

of building modernization. The Central Committee has determined that in the course 

of readjustment, science and education must continue to develop as rapidly as possible, 
and this includes the education of cadres, We must promote the party's traditions; 
center the work of cadre education on the programs of readjustment, stabilization and 
benefit to the readjustment of our national economy; and in the course of readjust- 
ment develop and gradually set up a standardized syatem of cadres education, Only 

by augmenting cadre education in the course of readjustment and gradually improving 
the quality of the ranks of cadres and continuously heightening their political, 
professional and leadership-managerial level can we guarantee the successful advance 
of economic readjustment and promote ‘he development of the four modernizations. 


Under the new historic conditions, the guiding principle and task of cadre education 
work should be, under the guidance of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought and 
centered on the solution of problems associated with the building of our country's 
socialist modernizations, to train ranks of cadres who persevere on the socialist 
path and who possess both professional knowledge and management ability, and build 

up a number of them into specialists to answer the needs of economic readjustment 

and building the four modernizations. At present, party committees at all levels 
must conscientiously gain a good grasp on the spread and study of the documents 
resulting from the central committee's work conference. By means of this study, we 
must first of all set our thinking on the right track and truly unify our thinking 
with the Central Committee's policies and line; second, we must get our ideological 
condition on the right track, inspire ourselves with revolutionary spirit and, with 
one mind and one heart, strive arduously to make a new contribution to the party's 
undertaking. There must also be a big improvement in our practices: We must go deep 
into the realities of life, investigate and study, and form a more intimate relation- 
ship with the masses and guide them forward. At the same time, we must realistically 
do a good job of the standardized training of cadres, staff, and workers of enterprises 
that have been closed down and shifted into other areas or whose production has been 
too low. Party committees at all levels must truly recognize the strategic signifi- 
cance of cadre education work; place the training of cadres and of staff and workers 
in its proper position of importance; strengthe:. our leadership, overall programs, 
and overall arrangements; do a good job of apportioning training tasks; and do a 

good job of organizing all our forces in every area. Only through a concerted effort, 
under the unified leadership of the party committees, through the organizational 
branch, the propaganda branch, and various segments of the masses such as workers, 
young people, and women, each doing their own job, can we really do a good job of all 
this. We must do a good job of coordinating the eduation of cadres through their 
evaluation and utilization. Training should also proceed from the basis of reality, 
and we should adopt many forms of training, seek truth from facts, pay attention to 
obtaining real results, and raise the quality of education. Methods should be 
actively devised by all concerned areas and more solutions found for the problems 

of the expenses of cadre education and the provision of housing and teaching staff. 


The experience of history tells us that the theoretical construction of Marxism is

IDEAS THAT LEAD TO ANARCHISM, HARM MODERNIZATION SCORED

in Carrying Out Policies") 


[Text] The broad masses of party members, cadres, and people have expressed active 
support for the Line, principles, and policies adopted since the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee. They feel that the guidelines of 

the Party Central Committee are in our nation's interests and are compatible with 

the people's aspirations as well as their own wishes. In addition to conscientiously 
studying the documents, they have effectively put them into force. 


There is also a small number of comrades who have neither conscientiously studied 
the party's line, principles, and policies nor understood the viewpoint of the 
broad masses of cadres and people. They have judged and either endorsed or 
rejected the party's principles and policies in terms of whether they like them. 
Examples of treating the party's policies in terms of personal tastes follow: 


First, some people have tied the implementation of policies to their personal 
tastes and likes and dislikes. They often implement policies that are to their 
tastes and shelve others that are distasteful to them. At a time when the Central 
Committee stresses the need for further economic readjustment, their plants still 
continue to produce unwanted merchandise or items that can find no market, thus 
leaving workers sitting ialy by. Clearly, their products are in excessive supply. 
However, they still shamelessly insist that theirs are products that are in great 
demand, so that they can use this as a reason for delaying the implementation 

of the readjustment policy. Although the Central Committee h.s repeatedly reaffirmed 
its order to stop the distribution of bonuses to undeserving recipients, they have 
turned a deaf ear to this order by continuously handing out such bonuses under a 
variety of subterfuges or in a disguised way. 





Second, some people have failed to study policies vigorously. At party meetings, 
they often say nothing. As soon as the meetings adjourn, however, they declare 
themselves outsiders surveying the party's principles and policies in terme of 
their personal tastes, and commenting on them without authorization. They even 
make speeches antagonistic to the Central Committee documents. These people like 
to quote the old expressions of the Great Cultural Revolution era, and use their 
many-years-old "left"-leaning eyes to survey the series of policies for eliminating 
chaos and restoring order that have been adopted since the Third Plenary Session 
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of the Lith Party Central Committee, complaining that these policies "deviate" 
from the correct road and are "rightist" and “revisionist” atuff; that thie 
approach ia a “rollback to the old road," and that approach is a “restoration of 
capitaliem" and "retrogression.” So on and so forth, They have rejected the 
party's policies that are not tailored to their tastes, and have used sarcasm and 
taunting lanugage to deflect the people's attention from the central issues of the 
day. 


Third, at the seminar on the party's policies, some people have interpreted the 
party's policies as they wish cr on the basis of their personal tastes. They have 
used the party documents to the.r best advantage. When the Party Central Committee 
reaffirmed the four basic principles, they said: Good! Good! Good! It should 

have been done long ago. But once they go into details, the four basic principles 
are distorted: In their view, the principle of allegiance to the socialist road 
remains nothing more than something "bigger in size and of a more developed 
socialist nature" and “an idea that poverty is a stage of transition"; the principle 
of allegiance to the dictatorship of the proletariat remains essentially one of 
taking the clase struggle as the key link and escalating the clases struggle the 
principle of allegiance to party leadership essentially remains a principle of 
substituting the par y for the government and of placing party committees in control 
of everything; the principle of allegiance to Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought 
essentially remains a principle of regarding every sentence therein as truth, 
including the two “whatevers." Of course, these [principles] have also been 
interpreted by some other people from another extreme point of view.

[Excerpts] The Marxiet view of public and private interests is an important com- 
ponent of Marxiem and the theoretical basie of proletarian ethics and morality. 

A conscientious study of the Marxiet view of public and private interests is of 

very great significance to the establishment of our proletarian view of life, the 
building of our socialist spiritual civilization, and the promotion of the const ruc- 
tion of our socialist modernization. 


The core of the Marxist view of public and private interests is selflessness. This 
is because: 


Firet of all, the spirit of selflessness if a reflection of the essential disposi- 
tion of the proletariat. The proletariat is the world's most progressive, revolu- 
tionary, and promising class. Because the proletariat is closely connected to 
modern large-scale production, this determines that the individual interests of 
the proletarian are inseparable from his class interests, and this aleo determines 
that the proletariat muet Liberate the whole of humanity before it can ult imately 
liberate iteelf. 


Secondly, the epirit of selfleseness is a requirement of the public owmership of 
socialiem. The establishment of the socialist system is a negation of the system 
of exploitation. A change in the form of the economy is bound to bring about changes 
in the superetructure and in ideology. In the socialist society, public ownership 
replaces private ownership, the people become the masters of the state; the interests 
of the estate, the collective, and the individual are consistent with one another 
without any fundamental conflict between them; hence the proletariat gust advocate 
the spirit of selflessness and collectivism and oppose bourgeois individualism. 
Otherwise, the public ownership of socialism would not be able to consolidate and 
develop iteelf, and socialist construction would also be amiss. 











Purthermore, the spirit of selflessness is a necessity in the transition toward 
communiem. The realization of communism is our lofty ideal. But the realization 
of communiem requires two conditions: one is great material abundance and the other 
is great uplift in ideological consciousness; a lack of either would simply not do. 
If there is only great material abundance and not « high degree of ideological 

















consciousness, people will be too preoccupied with their personal gains and losses, 
and communism will forever remain an ideal and cannot become a reality. Only when 
both the material condition and the ideological condition are present can communiam 
based on from each according to hie ability and to each according to his needs be 
realized, 


The spirit of selfleseness of the proletariat and the individualiem of the bourgeoi- 
sie are fundamentally opposed to each other, Engels said: “From the bourgeois point 
of view, there is nothing in the world which does not exist for the sake of money, 
and the bourgeoisie themeelves are no exception. Because they live for no other 
purpose than making money; apart from getting rich quick they know of no other hap- 
piness, and apart from loss of money they know of no other suffering.” The essen- 
tial character of the bourgeoisie is to make gains and nothing elee; the soul of 
the capitalist is no other than the soul of capital. Hence, in the capitalist 
society and capitalist mode of production determines that public interests and pri- 
vate interests are separate and opposed to each other; contradictions between such 
public and private interests are basically insoluable. “The force that connects 
them together and engenders a relationship between them is their egotistic mind, 
their special interests, and their private interests." Consequently, the spirit of 
selfleseness is an ideological state which the bourgeoisie can never attain; it 

can only be the singular spiritual preponderance enjoyed by the proletariat. 


Mec party has always paid attention to the administration of education in the Marxist 
view of public and private interests to the vast ranks of our party members and the 
"asses, to the development of the spiritual preponderance of the proletariat, and 
as demanded that both party members and the misses take the selfless spirit as 

the moral norm of their own words and deeds and make a rupture with bourgeois in- 
dividualiem. Under the nurturing of the party, the vast ranks of party members and 
the masses all take selflessness as a glory and selfishness as a shame.... 


in promoting the spirit of selflessness, the Marxist view of public and private 
interests by no means dentes the proper interests of the individual, by no means in- 
hibits people from enjoying food, clothing and earning wages.

bul in acknowledging individual interests, Marxiem by no means encourages individu- 
aliom. When we speak of individual interests: 


Firet, we cannot go beyond the level of development of our production. Individual 
interests are built on the basis of the development of our social production and 

omnected to a definite level of our produc ~~ power as well as constrained by it. 
‘therefore, our demand for individual interests definitely cannot go beyond what is 
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permissible by the financial and material resources of the state and the collect ive; 
especially at present, when the state is still encountering difficulties, we must 
share the cares of the party and the state and definitely not increase the party's 
and the state's burdens.... 


Second, we must adhere to the Marxist principle of material interests. In our 
socialist society, individual interests, immediate interests and partial interests 
are closely united with state interests, long-range intereste and the interests of 
the whole. Therefore, when we consider our individual interests, we must correct ly 
handle the relationship between the state, the collective, and the individual and 
correctly handle the relationship between long-range interests and immediate in- 
terests, and between interests of che whole and partial interests. When a contra- 
diction occurs between them, individual, immediate and partial interests muet un- 
conditionally be subordinated to staie, long-range interests and interests of the 
whole.... When individual interests and party interests are found to be incon- 
sistent with each other, we should be able unhesitatingly and without any reluctance 
to obey party interests and sacrifice individual interests. 


Third, we must obey party discipline and the laws of the state. Individual inte- 
reste are secured within the Limite set by party discipline and the laws of the state 
through our own diligent labor, and not pursued by illegitimate meane such as bene~- 
fiting oneself at the expense of othere, fattening one's own purse at the expense 

of the public, turning public possessions into private possessions, making private 
gains on the basie of official convenience, or even corruption and larceny, specula- 
tion and double-dealing, tax evasion and tax omission, price-padding and market 
machination, etec.... 


The Marxist view of public and private interests is the most progressive view of its 
kind among all mankind. The spirit of selflessness is the invincible ideological 
weapon for the proletariat to carry out revolution and construction; this weapon

Another tact in real Life that has come to our attention ie that some comrades 
have failed to atop speeches and actions found harmful to party leadership] some 
even intermingle the good and the bad, and help disseminate erroneous ideas, If 
this is not promptly corrected, it may prove extremely harmful. Particularly 
noteworthy ia that at present, some muddle-headed ideas harmful to party leader- 
ship has prevailed over some comrades; thei’ dislike of the party's current 
policies has prompted them to allege that the party faces a “directional problem;" 
their faith in our party has become shaky as a result of their adoption of an 
incorrect attitude toward mistakes committed by our party in the past. They 
Alleged that our party now faces a “credibility crisis." We must conduct an 
accurate analysis of, and adopt a correct attitude toward these matters. Other- 
wise, we will not be able to consciously uphold party leadership. 


Are we moving in the correct direction? We can certainly reach a correct con- 
clusion on this matter, if we observe it from the correct Mraxist standpoint. 

Since the downfall of the "gang of four,” and especially since the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee, our party has straightened out 
confusion and restored order with regard to a series of fundamental problems, 
eriticized Lin Biao's and the “gang of four's" sham socixlism, stamped out the 
“Leftist” influence over work from our party's past guiding thought, and returned 
the party's line to the correct Marxist track.

ARTICLE URGES CARE IN CRITICIZING PARTY, GOVERNMENT SYSTEM

[Text] At the end of 1920 and beginning of 1921, Soviet Russia was in a very dif- 
ficult situation. Four years of World War I and 3 years of civil war had brought 
serious destruction to production. The military communist policies implemented 
during the civil was conflicted with the interests of the peasants. Sentiments of 
dissatisfaction also emerged among the workers. At this time, class enemies took 
advantage of the opportunity to resort to seduction by putting forward the react ion- 
ary slogan, “Support the soviets but do not let the communists participate," and 
thereby provoked violence. The party and Lenin calmly analyzed the situation and 
decided immediately to pass from wartime communism to a new economic policy in a 
transitional program, substitute foodgrain levies for the collection of surplus 
foodgrain, and permit freedom of trade. This served to lay a reliable foundation 
for speedy restoration cf agricultural production, further promotion of industrial 
revival, and a turn for ‘he better in the entire situation. 


But at this seriously difficult turning point, there emerged inside the party a 
sectarian clique which called itself the “workers' opposition group" that trotted 
out an opposition party leadership and an anarchist government's syndicalist pro- 
gram which denied the role of proletarian dictatorship in economic construction. 
They went about in an elaborate way to pick on the defects and mistakes in the work 
of the party and the soviet political power. Waving the banners of "freedom of 
criticism" and "freedom of debate," they brought about endless complaints vis-a-vis 
certain problems which the party had already discovered and was adopting measures 

to rectify, such as bureaucratism, lack of democracy, lack of internal purity in- 
side the party, etc, and hurled blame all over by gloating over other people's 
misfortunes. They refrained from suggesting any concrete measures through proposals 
for rectifying the mistakes to help the party to improve its work, but bewitchingly 
demanded that all cadres who made mistakes in their general work be sent to the court 
of law and also sensationally declared that they could immediately “eliminate 
bureaucratism." They even charged that the party “no longer believed in the work- 
ing class" and that it instigated the “experts to abuse the workers, so that the 
workers were leading a life of hard labor in the republic of labor"; and they de- 
clared that they wanted to “salvage the party and rectify the party line." Ob- 
viously, in the name of criticizing defects and mistakes, they turned the party and 
the soviet political power into something without a single redeeming feature and

thoroughly incorrigible in a vain attempt to inetigate a trend against the party's 
leadership and the soviet political power. Because of their use of exceptionally 
"revolutionary" words, ideological confusion resulted in the ranke of the party, and 
the party's solidarity and unity were therefore endangered; a serious obstacle in 
the way of implementation of the party's correct line and policies was also created. 


While sharply criticizing the program of the "workers' opposition group" and expos- 
ing their antiparty antics, Lenin at the same time profoundly expounded the quest ion 
of how to struggle correctly against the abuses of the new system and the defects 
and mistakes in the party's work. 


Lenin maintained that it is impossible not to make mistakes or suffer failures, 

not to encounter setbacks and difficulties, in such a formidable, great cause as 
building socialism. Also, the new system was built on the ruins of the old system; 
it was always possible for the influence of the old system and hostile classes to 
infiltrate into the organs of the party and the soviet political power. Hence, it 
was an absolute necessity to expose, criticize and correct the defects and mistakes 
in the work of the party and the soviet political power. Whoever was opposed to 
this approach would be criminal. But the purpose of struggling against the abuses 
of the new system was to protect and maintain this newborn entity and to make it 
grow stronger, and the purpose of correcting the mistakes in the party was to make 
the party's organic body healthier and sturdier. Therefore, it was necessary to 
make a distinction between the abuses of the new system and the contents of the new 
system, and between the sores on the party's body and the party's organic texture 
itself. "Whoever forgets the contents of the new system just because he is strug- 
vling against its abuses or forgets that the working class has established and is 
jeading a soviet type of state, simply does not know how to think and evidently re- 
sorts to flippancy." ("Selected Works of Lenin." Vol 4, p 558) If one should, upon 
seeing that there were many abuses in the new system and that the party's defects 
and mistakes were rather serious, “therefore become ‘perplexed and alarmed,' that 
would be preposterous (or worse than being preposterous)." ("Selected Works of 
lenin,” Vol 4, p 577) From Lenin's point of view, this should be the basic point of 
departure for struggling against the abuses of the new system under the dictatorship 
of the proletariat. 


Lenin also explained that to eliminate the abuses of the new system and the sores 

on the body of the party was a long-term task of struggle because these things were 
not isolated phenomena but a reflection of the vestiges of the old society with 
profound historical roots and social roots; to eliminate them depended on condit ions 
in various aspects. People must carry out resilient but persistent struggles against 
them and cannot hope to cleanse them away entirely through a single struggle in one 
dav. Of course, this is not to say that these things should be taken lightly. One 
‘hould proceed from existing conditions and immediately eliminate and correct what- 
ever could be eliminated and corrected; but counting merely on righteousness and 
fanaticism, overlooking whether conditions were present or not, and crying day in 
and day out about “eliminating” this and “eliminating” that would be issuing blank 
checks indiscriminately and sheer deception. Len.a also specifically mentioned that 
to overcome bureaucratism was a most strenuous stru;gle that would take several de- 
cades, because overcoming bureaucratism required hundreds of measures, the partici- 
pation of everyone, everyone being duly educated, and everyone joining the workers' 
and peasants’ procuratorates, etc. "If some-s- makes a proposal to you to eliminate 
bureaucratism, then he would be an instigator. If someone comes before you to say, 
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‘we want to eliminate bureaucrattam,' that would be an act of inatigation, an ut- 
terance of nonsense." ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 32, p 52) In a word, to 
carry out such struggles requires a calm head, an attitude of seeking truth from 
facte, and a stubborn spirit of struggle. 


In response to the erroneous attitude of the "workers' opposition group," Lenin 
wanted to insure that criticism endeavors to seek truth from facts as regards its 
content and to be helpful toward improving current undertakings and toward strength- 
ening solidarity and unity, and not toward rendering comfort to the class enemies 

of the proletariat, as regards its form. This is to say, such criticism is not 
abstract but concrete, not uttered everywhere in a willy-nilly manner but put for- 
ward seriously in a responsible and organized manner, not intended to blame in an 
exaggerated manner but to help in an earnest way; attack and instigation on the 
basis of fabrication and devious intentions are absolutely not allowed. 


Lenin pointed out that putting forward such requirements was not meant to preclude 
criticism. He said: We are merely “determined to oppose the so-called criticism 
that fails to seek truth from facts and partakes of factionalism." ("Selected Works 
of Lenin,” Vol 4, p 480) But the party readily welcomes and seriously considers 
any responsible and practical suggestions. Even in the case of the criticism aimed 
at the "workers' opposition group," attention must also be given to absorbing their 
healthy elements and making use of them. The party never shields its own sores; 

it will continue to adopt various new approaches and energetically strurgle for the 
sake of opposing bureaucratism, expanding democracy, giving scope to the spirit of 
activism, uncovering, exposing and driving out the hostile elements who have sneaked 
into the party. Nor was putting forward such requirements meant to stem avenues of 
expression; what was required was merely that people make a distinction between 
political line, political struggle, and theoretical debate. Once determined, the 
party's political line must be firmly carried out and no one should refuse to do so 
on any pretext; otherwise, it would be impossible for the party to forge ahead with 
a common mind and coordinated effort, solidarity and unity. As for theoretical 
questions, including theoretical questions embodied in the party program, it is 
permissible to have ce~tinued discussion and expression of opinions and the party 
also wishes to create onditions by publishing special collections of articles, 
books and journals and the like so that party members can more meticulously exchange 
opinions in this regard. Naturally, such debate should proceed in an appropriate 
arena within the party and not be carried out everywhere indiscriminately in order 
to avoid interfering with the adherence to, and implementation of, the party's 
political Line. 


Lenin also pointed out clearly that this erroneous attitude is "a product of petty 
bourgeois thinking" ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 32, p 188), a reflection of the 
influence of the spontaneous forces of the petty bourgeoisie on the proletariat and 
its political party. He said: "Petty bourgeois revolutionism means that they are 
orally fierce, flippant, and pompous, but actually divided and loose, mindless, and 
hollow," ("Selected Works of Lenin," Vol 4, p 553) While criticizing the defects 
and mistakes of the party and the soviet political power, the "workers' opposition 
group" exhibited precisely this kind of wavering, radical tendency, and glittering 
petty bourgeois revolutionism. Hence, Lenin said: "In reality, they are not helping 
but hampering economic construction, not helping but hampering the proletarian revo- 
lution; what they are carrying out is not the intent of the proletariat but the in- 
tent of the petty bourgeoisie" ("Selected Works of Lenin," Vol 4, p 559); "if this 
tendency is not thoroughly cured, the party will face the danger of destruction." 
("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 32, p 37)

READINESS TO ACCEPT CRITICISM EMPHASIZED

[Text] Man is bound to have defects and faults. Within our party, within our 
society, and important weapon for correcting our defects and faults is criticiem 
and self-eriticien. 


Criticiem and self-critictem is one of our party's three fine worketyles. In the 
years when the flames of war raged around ue and in the 1950's and 1960's when we 
exerted ourselves strenuously and diligently in construction, whether it was party 
members who evinced troubles or the masses who exhibited defects and faults, the 
resultant problems were solved once criticiem and self-criticism were taken up and 
exercised on each other within the party or within the ranks of the masses. In 
those days, everybody had already cultivated criticiem and self-criticiem as a good 
habit and taken it as an indispensable weapon to be regularly applied in our inter-~- 
nal party Life and social life. 


During the 1LO-year catastrophe, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" perpetrated feudal 
fascist dictatorship, and in addition some among our ranks also resorted to exces- 
sive leftist struggles; all this caused the fine tradition of criticism and self- 
criticiem to be abandoned. After the smashing of the “gang of four," and especial- 
ly since the Third Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee, our party's 
return from disorder to order has included the restoration and development of the 
party's three fine workstyles. Many party members and many of the masses also cor- 
rectly mastered this weapon of criticiem and seli-criticiem and launched act ive 
ideological struggles so that everybody could in an even better way and with more 
consistent steps adhere to and carry out the party's Line, principles and policies; 
uphold the four basic principles; and take the initiative in earnestly realizing 
the great tasks embodied in the party's political line. But there have also been 
party members and masses who either were no longer accustomed to developing criti- 
ciem or misunderstood it, or who lacked perception as to its great significance. 





The fact that there were some who were no longer accustomed to it indicates that 
these comrades had at least been accustomed to accepting criticiem in the past and 
that it was only during the past decade and more that this fine tradition was aban- 
doned; now, while restoring and developing this fine tradition once more, they 
somehow feel no longer accustomed to it. Actually, regarding a communist, a revo- 
lutionary cadre, or a member of the masses, as long as he loves our great socialist 
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motherland, ae long as he loves our great proletarian party, then he will adhere to 
whatever is beneficial to secialiem and to our party and will refrain from doing 
whatever is not beneficial to socialiem and to our party. Criticiem is beneficial 
to socialiem and to our party; he ie therefore likely to give scope to thie fine 
tradition and adhere to it as a good habit, and he is aleo unlikely to feel uncom- 
fortable in general because he is subject to other people's criticiem. Naturally, 
when some people become arrogant and self-satisfied and so feel ae if they are eit- 
ting loftily above the masses, then they are bound to feel no longer accustomed to 
the criticiem that comes from the masses. Therefore, in respect to the causes of 
our feeling no longer accustomed to it, we must ask ourselves: why do I no longer 
feel accustomed to criticism? Can I cultivate once more the habit of accept ing 
criticiem? This is aleo an important indication as to whether or not every one 

of us is politically conscious or not. 





Misunderstanding means mainly a suspicion that the criticiem is not based on good- 
will. These comrades often confuse criticiem with beating people with a stick. 
Once they hear criticiem, they immediately mistake it for someone beating them with 
a stick, Actually, they distort the education and salvation with which the party 
is providing them. Criticiem is precisely the way our party seeks to help you 
recognize defects and faults by the method of presenting the facts and reasoning 
thinge out #o that you will return to the party's Line and adhere to the four basic 
principles, and not to push you into the pit of fire. What does this have in com- 
mon with the beating with a stock by the dark clique of Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four"? Some comrades--naturally not all the comrades who misunderstand the matter-- 
might well ask themselves when they encounter this problem: with what thinking and 
feelings am I treating this criticism from the party and from the masses of the 
people? If we take the standpoint pertaining to the party proletarian character, 
then we will adopt a welcoming attitude, and even if the criticiem happens to be in 
same aspects irrelevant, we will still adopt a correct attitude. If we take a 
nonproletarian standpoint, then we are likely to take what is correct as erroneous 
ond confuse normal criticism with beating with a stick. In the case of some who 
misunderstand, is not theirs the latter kind of attitude? 


Indeed, we have not a few young people who are not too clear about our fine tradi- 
tion of ecritictiem and self-criticism; to them, naturally, there is no point in 
taiking about perceiving ite great importance. So, when others .aunch criticiem 
avainet them, they do not take this as education and help but, on the cmtrary, 
think this is designed to embarrass them, and hence they do not accept it, hold a 
arudge againat the individuals involved, or even proceed to aggravate the contra- 
dictions and thereby affect the normal proceedings of criticiem and self-criticism. 
Therefore, insofar as young people are concerned, we must on the one hand educate 
them in the party's three fine traditions and enable them to perceive the great 
significance of applying the important weapon of criticism wd self-c. iticism to 
overcoming and rectifying our defects and faults and to unifying our steps and do- 
ine a good job in handling the construction of our four modernizations, and on the 
other hand also require our older persons to provide good examples in respect to 
the launching of criticiem and self-criticism. Tiis will enable them to cultivate 
the habit of accepting people's criticism under instruction by words and by example, 
and also to give full scope to this fine tradition generation after generation. 


'n order to help everybody cultivate the ha*’ .f accepting people's criticism, we 
are also required to correctly apply this important weapon; that is, we must not only 
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adhere to and carry out the principle of unity~~eritictem=--unity, proceed from the 
desire for unity, and pase through eriticiom and self~criticion, in order to reach 
the goal of wnity, but aleo emphasise the art of criticion in order to attain the 
best results by applying different methods in accordance with different people's 
characteristics. 


What 4 great role the cultivation by everyone of the habit of accepting other 
people's criticiem will play in generating change in the spiritual outlook of our 


entire society and in promoting the development of the cause of our socialist con- 
at ruct ion!

APPRALSAL OF HISTORICAL FIGURE WANG MANG EXAMINED

|Text! The prevailing views in historiography circles on the appraisal of Wang 
Mane [3769 5462] at present are represented by the several articles by Comrades 
Thane Thiehe and others, such as “Wang Mang and Liu Xiu [0491 4423)" (ZHONGGUO 
LISHI YANJTU [RESEARCH IN CHINESE HISTORY] No 2, 1980), “On the Merits of Revival 
under Emperor Guanewu" (WEN HUI BAO, 6 July 1979 and 19 October 1979), etc. 

here articles regard Wang Mang as “a shameful) political clown,” "a careerist 
with a fondness for the grandiose” and “a typical hypocrite"; they paint Wang 
Mang a8 4 negative character in a vivid and dramatic manner, thus making this 
appraisal iron<clad and hardly modifiable. This writer thinks that the appraisal 
of Wang Meng given in Zhang's article is open to question. He wishes to present 
here some different views for consideration by the comrades concerned. 


|. Should Wang Mang Be Uglified? 


The reason Zhang's article reproaches Wang Mang as a typical careerist is not 
because he carried out reforms, but because he “usurped the Han House.” From 

the point of view of Zhang's article, the question of merit or fault, right or 
wrone is determined by name; as long as someone defended the sovereign status of 
the Liu family, he would be designated as being correct; otherwise he would be 
labelled with the crime of a rebellious subject and scoundrel. This fundamentally 
faile to make a connection between Wang Mang's replacement of the Han House and 
the life of the entire society at the time. Actually, durine the later period 

of the Western Han Dynasty, many people were of the opinion that the sandate to 
rule on the part of the Han House was coming to an end and the dynasty should be 
changed. tn hie memorial to Emperor Zhao, Lu Hong [4207 1738] said: “The Han 
emperor should send envoys all over the country to search for a virtuous person 
and abdicate the throne to him."! Gat Kuanrao [5596 1401 7457) said to Emperor 
Xuan: “A family is passed on to its sons, an office is passed on to the virtuous. 
j.ike the rotation of the four seasons, if, after a successful predecessor is gone 
and a deserving successor is not yet on hand, one does not just take over the 
sosition of successor."? Gu Yong [6253 305: 180 said to Emperor Cheng: “You 
must understand that the country is everybody's country and not some single 
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individual's country.") And even Liu Xiang [0491 0686), an offepring of the Han 
Dynasty's founding family, also said: “A sovereign cannot be oblivious of the 
three categories of rule: he should realize that those on whom the Heavenly 
Emperor has conferred it are numerous and not limited to a single family name."4 
In order to indicate that he had been granted the mandate from Heaven anew, 
Emperor Ai of the Han House also called himself “Emperor of Peace of the Liu 
Family of Longetanding Sagacity." From all this, we can see that in the minds 
of people ar that time were not necessarily only ideas about how the ruling 
family was to pase on ite fortune for 10,000 generations without interruptic . 
Now, since Wang Mang assumed power on behalf of the Han House at a time when 
the Western Han Dynasty was corrupt and on the verge of extinction, should he 
provoke resentment on the part of certain people today? And, on this point 
alone, how can he be regarded as a “careerist"? 


The reason Wang Mang is scolded as a “hypocrite” is because in his early years 
he was “humble and simplistic” in his attempt to win people's hearts and he 
acceded to high office on the strength of the Wang family's blatant influence. 
Wang Mang really came from the circle of the emperor's marital relatives; but 
from the days of his childhood he was always seen in an “isolated and poor" 
situation. When his cousins “competed to show who was better off in the matter 
of enjoying luxury and leisure," Wang Mang was “diligent in exerting his 
physical strength and erudite in the learning he acquired, while dressing himself 
only in the manner of a scholar,"5 so that he earned invariable praise in 
society. Lt was precisely his relatively “isolated and poor" circumstances 
which enabled Wang Mang to understand the focus of social crises and the demands 
of the lower strata of the people at the time, so that he did not degenerate 
into a playboy. Born into an era of crises, he studied and followed the rules 
of propriety and did not resort to unbecoming behavior. From the point of view 
of historical conditions at the time, this was really hard to come by as an 
individual model. Since we have been appraising no other historical personality 
on the ground of family background alone, how can we, on this basis, designate 
Wang Mang a hypocrite? 


After assuming the regency, Wang Mang repeatedly donated money and land for 
distribution among the poor people; he also built a granary of constant capacity 
in the capital city of Changan for the purpose of releiving calamities and 
plagues, repealed the royal pleasure grounds, dispatched emissaries to catch 
locusts, exempted calamity-stricken poor people from levies and taxes, provided 
shelters for refugees, and gave clothes to widowers, widows, orphans and the 
elderly of the country. These approaches surely ran counter to the perverse acts 
of the ruling clique at the time, and it was precisely because Wang Mang was 
differen. icom the aristocratic bureaucrats of the day, who mostly only knew 

how to Loot a burning house, that various strata in society placed hope in him. 
Those who submitted memorials to priase him numbered as many as 487,000 and more. 
This generally reflected the direction of people's hearts. In order to describe 
how Wang Mang's usurpation of the Han throne failed to win people's hearts, 
Zhang's article alleges that scholars of the late Han period were persous of 
unyielding integrity so that they refused to serve in the puppet court of his 
Xinmang regime. With this, we dare even less to chime in. At that time, Wang 
Mang recruited several thousand scholars who were well versed in lost customs, 
ancient books, astronomy, calendar calculations, military strategy, medicine 
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and history and gathered them in the capital to hold the firat conference of 
acientific expertea in Chinese history. He also built 10,000 housing complexes 
for the acholara, established achools in various localities, and often invited 
persona of exceptional skills; even Liu Xiu, an eventual opponent of Wang Mang, 
was fostered from the ranke of Wang Mang's National University. Historical 
facts indicate that the circumstances of the society in the Late Western Han 
Dynasty created such a personality as Wang Mang; his access to power was not 
through nepotiam., With his own ambition and talent, he stood out among his 


contemporaries; certain good things he did in promoting what waa beneficial and 
abolishing what was harmful created auspicious conditions for reform. 


What merite pointing out is that the “History of the Han Dynasty" was written 

by Ban Gu [3803 0942) under the order of the emperor of the Eastern Han Dynasty, 
who was opposed to Wang Mang; in order to fall in with the wish of the ruler, 

he played up “the virtue of the Han House" and turned Wang Mang's existence 

into an accumulation of crimes. In addition, Ban Gu sought f and emolument 

and wae “quite fond of tagging after the powerful for favore";°® he took abuse 

of Wang Mang as his legitimate avenue for promotion. For nearly 2,000 years, 

Wang Mang as a careerist and hypocrite has become almost a foregone conciusion; 
the origin of this was no other than Ban Gu's distorting pen. Of course, Ban 
Gu's place in the field of historiography cannot be denied, but the era in which 
he lived was precisely the time when Liu Xiu propagated forthrightness and loyalty 
to the ruler. Hence, in appraising Wang Mang, we cannot just adopt Ban's orthodox 
view as our supreme standard; if we seek to explore Wang Mang's merit or fault, 
right or wrong, merely from his individual qualities, then it would be impossible 
‘or us to study historical personalities and historical events scientifically 
with historical materialism. 


if. Did Wang Mang's Reforms Originate from Personal Ambition? 


Chang's article maintains that Wang Mang's reforms “were products of the politics 
of the emperor's marital relatives in the Western Han period" which “originated 
purely from personal ambition." Because of their eventual failure, it seems 

that Wang Mang's reforms should never have been attempted, and because the 

Wang Mang regime was eventually overthrown by a peasant army and armed forces 

of landlords, it should likewise be cursed forever by posterity; I am afraid 

such a method of appraising a person on the basis of his success or failure is 
not necessarily proper. in the Western Han period, Dong Zhongshu [5516 0112 5289) 
and Shi Dan [1579 0030] both broached the proposals of Limiting the ownership 

of slaves and of land, which were pigeonholded before they were ever put into 
practice; the implementation of the practice of measuring land possessions to 
verify actual taxation by Liu Xiu in the Eastern Han period also ended in failure. 
Should they all be blamed? The purpose, content, and effect of Wang ‘iang's 
reforms can all be analytically appraised; but the implementation of reforms 

is {teelf nothing to be blamed. 


Any round of reforms in history is a product of definite historical conditions 
which without exception were subject to the constraints of economic conditions 
and social situations. The era in which Wang Mang lived was a time when the 
Western Han Dynasty was on the verge of collapse; at that time the aristocratic 
bureaucrats took advantage of their politic rerogatives and economic power 
to “raise many slaves and maids, and take possession of land and houses without 
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limit."’ Powerful landlords “took pleaty of good land under their juriediction 
and drafted many poor people into their service."® Rich and powerful merchants 
aleo hoarded goode to wait for a high price and exploited others by lending 
money at usurious rates of interest. These three forces converged into one 

body to encroach upon the peasants; self-cultivating peasants all became 
bankrupt. They “were required to pay other levies after they had already 
submitted taxes in kind"; they “died after suffering severe starvation"; and 
“people even had to eat one another."? But those of the ruling clique competed 
with one another in extravagant spending. Emperor Cheng built palaces, adorned 
tombs, and thus required such large funde that he “heavily increased taxes and 
levies and dropped collection orders on the populace like rain"; yet "the 

public treasury lacked the reserves for even a single year, and the common 
people likewise did not have etocks to last for 10 daya."! In one single 
instance, Emperor Ai granted 2,000 qing of land to Dong Xian [5516 6343]; he 
also imposed levies on the market at random; thie shook the merchants and traders 
and incurred their protests along the routes of their travel, and thus even Ban 
Biao [3803 1753] had to acknowledge that “the crisis was caused by those above."!1 
Under such circumstances, people angrily protested throughout the whole society 
like water boiling in the caldron, and there was turmoil and Lack of tranquillity 
everywhere. In the fourth year of the reign of Jianshi, there were uprisings in 
Renping in the Eastern Prefecture; in the third year of the reign of Yangao, 
there were uprisings in Tieguan in Yingchuan Prefecture; in the third year of the 
reign Hongjia, there were uprisings in Guanghan Prefecture; in the third year of 
the reign of Yongshi, there were uprisings in Weishi, Shanyang, and other localities; 
and in the second year of the reign of Yuanshou, the people in the vicinity of 
Changan set fire to Emperor Wu's mausoleum and other places. The flames of 
resistance thus li: everywhere made it impossible for the ruling clique of the 
Liu family to fight them; it thus became bogged down in a desperate situation. 
Yet today, Zhang's article somehow chooses to say that Wnag Mang's usurpation of 
flan power ran counter to the will of the people, and that “the common people 
were nostalgic about the Han House"; this was evidently not the historical fact. 


As a reformist, Wang Mange consciously visualized that the deep roots of the 
crises of the Late Western Han period first of all consisted in the annexation 
of land by powerful Landlords and the vicious inflation in the number of slaves, 
and secondly consisted in the usurious exploitation and monopoly of financial 
resources and goods by powerful people and rich merchants; he also saw that, in 
order to revive a state that was already bordering on ossification, it was 
necessary to institute some reforms in the economy. This makes it impossible 
for us not to recognize that Wang Mang was a personality with singular vision 
in the ranks of the ruling clique at the time. 


Three years after he assumed the regency, Wang Mang began to institute reforms. 
In order to find a theoretical basis, he made use of restoring the rules of 
propriety of the Duke of Zhou and Confucian classics as the instruments of his 
reforms, en’ laced his opponents in the position of being wayward and rebellious 
in respec a classics and the orthodox way; as a result, he grafted every 
one of his reforms to “the way of the sages." On this ground, Zhang's article 
therefore alleges that Wang Mang's reforms were “a restoration of the ancient 
ways" and “a retrogresvion to the slave society". Such treatment evidently fails 
to percieve what the substance of Wang Mang's reforms was. 
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The toremoat goal of Wang Mang's reforma was to prevent land annexation. Thus 
he enumerated the faulte of the Weatern Han society: “The Han House reduced 

the land tax by collecting at only the rate of one-thirtieth; thie rate of 
taxation wae also often altered, so that it was sometimes heavy and sometimes 
exempted, But powerful people encroached upon the weak, divided their Land 

and imposed their own levies. Thus, the taxation rate was nominally one- 
thirtieth but actually five-tenths. Consequently, the fathers and sons, husbands 
and wives of weak families might till their land for the whole year without being 
able to subsist on what they received. The upshot was that, in the case of the 
rich, even their ‘oges and horses enjoyed a surplus of food, and they naturally 
became arrogant and resorted to licentious behavior; whereas in the case of the 
poor, Feven the chaff would be relished, and they felt so hopeless that they had 
to resort to treacheries." “The powerful took thousands of units of land under 
their ownership, while the weak had not even the space to stand a pin." This 
was why he named the land in the country the king's Land and forbade its 
purchase or sale. During the Han period, the state allowed land to be py. rchased 
and sold; Wang Mang was of the opinion that land purchase and sale led co land 
annexation and disparity between the rich and the poor, so he put into practice 
the syatem of the king's land. The essential nature of this system of the king's 
land was to limit land ownership, that is, the use of the state's political 

power to Limit land annexation by large landlords and also to distribute the 
surplus land of those who annexed it to landless peasants according to population 
statistics. The mode of distribution was to let each couple have 100 mu of Land 
and hence let the peasants return to their land sc as to stabilize the fuedal 
order. Obviously, this was not a restoration of the nine-square land system, 
still Lees an abolition of private ownership, Sut merely a way to prevent 
annexation under the pennant of the nine-squace land system. History provides 
no record as to how far and how effectively the system of the king's land was 

put into practice: hence it is difficult to study it in any penetrating way. 

From archaeological data, we have found among items already unearthed “The 
iujiangeing Unoceupied Fields Administration,” "The Changji Unoccupied Fields 
Administration” and similar — texts, as well as the Dunhuangting unoccupied 
fields bamboo inscriptions.!2 Unoccupied fields were the surplus land of the 
princes or confiscated land, the portion to be distributed to the peasants; if 
the king's land was not yet divided, there could be no unoccupied fields admini- 
strations. “The unoccupied fields were increased or reduced when princes were 
promoted or demoted"; this enables us to learn that the system of the king's 

land wae put into practice throughout the country. From the fact that the printed 
texts on the unoccupied fields are found to be products of the first year of the 
reign of Dihuang it is evident that the system of the king's land was put into 
practice for 14 years. From such statements as “the people abandoned their land 
poldines."” “countless among the princes, the ministerial officials, and the common 
people were allowed to offset their offenses [by yielding land holdin;s]," etc, 
we can also see that the implementation of the system of the king's land did 
result in having the excessive land holdings of large landlords distributed to 
o00r peasants and in slowing down the trend of land annexation to a certain degree. 
Van, Mang also encouraged the reclamation of wast. land; levies were imposed on 
those whose waste land was not planted. All this i:dicated that he tried to 
restore the normalcy of small farm production; he was thus the first reformist in 
Chinese history to put a land ownership limitation policy into practice. 
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Implemented side by side with the system of the king's land was the Limitation 

of slave ownership. Wang Mang said: "Putting slaves on the market is treating 
them Like cows and horses"; "this runs counter to the will of Heaven and violates 
the ethical relations between man and man; it deviates still further from the 
teaching that ‘Te is intrinsic im Heaven and Earth that man is the most precious. 
This kind of people=based ideology, of course, came from Confucianism, but it 
illustrates chat Wang Mang had a more profound perception of the people's sufferings 
at the time. In forbidding the purchase and sale of slaves, Wang Mang meant 
primarily privately owned slaves; official slaves as a result of imprisonment 
sentences were not included. Even though this did not constitute emancipation 

of slaves in general, the freezing of purchase and sale served to mitigate the 
continued enslavement of the poor peasants. If slaves were subject to purchase 

and sale, the king's land granted by the state would have no one to cultivate 

it; so this proscription of the purchase and sale of slaves was also meant to 
protect the normalcy of small farm production. Although Wang Mang's decision 

to let a son pay for the Life of a slave he might slay is alleged by Zhang's 

article to be something engendered by a base motive, we cannot deny its definite 
influence on socicty at that time. If Emperor Guangwu's policy of emancipating 
slaves deserves to be called the first in history, then Wang Mang's prohibition 

of the purchase and sale of slaves was already a precedent. 


In considering Wang Mang's implementation of the five-equalization and six-control 
policies as grabbing profits from the people and depriving the people of their 
avenues of livelihood, Zhang's article hardly accords with historical facts. 

Wang Mang's five-equalization organs were designed to readjust market prices in 
the middle month of a season according to the given season's fluctuations, and 
this derived price was called the market average. If the price of a thing 

became higher than the market average, it would have to be sold at the market 
average; when the price fell below the market average, then it could be sold as 
priced. [It was also prescribed that the government would administer loans; when 
poor people encountered extra expenses such as funerals and sacrifices, they were 
given the opportunity to borrow from the government, which collected no interest. 
Those who wanted to borrow to start industrial and commercial enterprises were 
asked to pay a 10 percent annual interest. These could not have been more clearly 
identifiable as measures beneficial to the people and conducive to the stabili- 
zation of prices. In order to prevent the monopoly of the means of Livelihood 

by merchants and traders, the government also collected a lLand-water resources 
tax on salt, wine, iron and mint production; these measures, together with the 
five-equalization policy and loan administration, were labeled the "six-control" 
program, which allowed the state to monopolize the sales and manage these enter- 
prises by way of taxation and price limitation. After more than 10 years of 
implementation, these five-equalization and six-control measures made the rich 
merchants realize that there was no more profit for them in these enterprises; 
they therefore abandoned their monopoly of goods and resources. This helped 
precisely to attain Wang Mang's goal of “making all the common people equal and 
supressing their mutual annexation"; the government achieved control over the 
lifeline of the economy and increased its financial income. From such anti-Wang 
Mang recorded statements as “he established the six controls in order to deter 
the monopolistic industrial and commercial entrepreneurs" and “merchants and 
traders became hopelessly deterred, and their cries could be heard all over the 
market and the streets" comes negative proof that his administration did indeed 
achieve the effect of punishing the rich merchants for their manipulation of 
prices. 

















In order to promote the development of the entire social economy, in the firat 
year of his own reign, Wang Mang foilowed the example of the Qin Dynasty by once 
again promulgating uniform instruments of weights and measures throughout the 
country; to a certain extent, this served to limit the activities of landlords 
and treacherous merchants who had been taking advantage of the longstanding chaos 
with respect to these weights and measures during the Han period to garner profits 
through speculation. Unearthed items such as Wang Mang's brass peck and the 
Xianmang brass movable standard and yardstick are all unprecedentedly well 
designed instruments of weights and measures; their influence remained evident 
even during the Qing period, and many scholars consider them to be of world 
significance as they directly reflect the needs and results of reform in the 
social economy of Wang Mang's period. 


As Zhang's article points out, in the changing the currency Wang Mang in effect 
created great economic chaos; but describing him merely as “garnering personal 
wealth" requires further examination. Upon Wang Mang's accession to power, the 
national treasury was empty; there was Little financial income, while powerful 
people and rich merchante made use of the large sums of funds they had garnered 
by usurious means to monopolize goods and resources in the society and plunder 
the people's properties. Hence, Wang Mang minted new coins so that he could 
exchange the costly gold with a relatively cheap quid pro quo, "forbade those 
below the rank of the princes to harbor any gold," turned the gold in the hands 
of the powerful people and rich merchants into a plaything, caused capital 
funds to be accumulated in the country's public finance, and thus objectively 
produced the effect of mitigating contradictions between the classes. The various 
‘immang coins unearthed today were the finest of the Han a — they were of a 
higher grade even than the 5-chu coins of the Han House.!3 This further proves 
that Wang Mang's monetary reform was definitely no “random action according to 
his whims." 


Wan: Mang also reduced the salaries of officials at the various levels and 
confiscated the family properties of some bureaucrats; in the case of those 
princes on whom their respective ranks had been conferred, he merely granted 

them a few thousand coins a month on the pretext that “the accounts were not 

yet determined." This series of drastic reforms was designed to sacrifice the 
landlords’ immediate interests in order to consolidate the entire ruling apparatus 
anew. If we measure Wang Mang's measures of reform by the actual conditions in 
the society of the late Western Han years, then we cannot but acknowledge that 
most of those measures were of a progressive nature and were also relevant to 

the failings of the time; compared to the policy of the Han regime under the Liu 
family in imposing heavy levies and harsh services, these measures were necessarily 
a bit better. Therefore, Prof Joseph Needham of Britain highly praises Wang 

Mane. cegarding him along with Wang Anshi as one of two great ce .ormers in Chinese 
history.14 


iil. Was Failure of the Reforms Due to the Commor People's Nostalgia about the 
lian House’? 


Of Wang Mang's measure of reform, if we appraise them one by one calmly, they were 
really abovd reproach; but the results of his ar ions somehow often developed 
toward the opposite from what they started ou. to be. Then, was his failure due, 
as Zhang's article alleges, to the fact that the common people were nostalgic about 
the lian House and that he ignored the objective economic lasw of society? 
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We know that reform tirat of all offended the interests of the big Landlords 

and bureaucrats and provoked their atrong opposition; under such circumstances, 

not only could reform not be accomplished, but even political power could not 

be consolidated. After his accession to the regency for 2 years, magietrate of 

the Eastern Prefecture Di Yi [5049 5030) firat raised an armed force to oppose 
Wang Mang's reforma; aristocrats of the 23 counties west of Mouling also rose 

in response in a concentrated manner and they even forced the people to join 

them. " y coerced officials and the common people and gathered more than 100,000 
with them."15 From Lu Mu [0712 3018), harbinger of peasant uprisings in the north, 
to the powerful persons who later raised armed forces to oppose Wang Mang from 
Nanyang, the assertive personalities were mostly members of the ruling clique; 

this fact has already been pointed out in Zhang's article, so we need not repeat 

it here. But it is not hard for us to see that it was precisely because there 

was opposition within the ranks of the ruling clique that Wang Mang's reforms 

all ended in failure. 


After Wang Mang acceded to power, he still took on the corrupt state apparatus 
of the Western Han House, which provided no administrative efficiency. By 
adopting the placating means of “examining old officials and inquiring after new 
incumbents" in order to convey his intimate concerns, Wang Mang had hoped to 
rouse his subordinates to vigorous efforts to make the country prosperous; but 
this kind of appeasement made those corrupt officials resort to treacheries 

by means of their very offices and thus “become increasingly avaricious and 
eruel."” When Wang Mang opened state granaries to relieve refugees within China 
proper, responsible officials “connived to steal their provisions" and further 
falsely reported to Wang Mang that the refugees were fed “meals of millet and 
soup with meat." Those officials who administered the five-equalization and six- 
control measures were themselves “both officials and merchants at the same time" 
as they got treacherous merchants in the various localities in league with them 
to turn the price-equalizing five-equalization measures into instruments by 
which they bought things cheap and sold them dear in order to make profits. 
"They took the opportunities and passed on the messages to chase after profits, 
with a network spread across the country.” "They often maintained nominal accounts, 
but their treasuries were not substantial; and the common people became more and 
more disgusted with them."16 Wang Mang still “imagined that once the system was 
established, the country would become automatically pacified"; thus “he often 
kept his palace lamps burning until dawn.” Even though he tried his best, he 
found it tmpossible to cure the whole apparatus of its corruption. Therefore, 
by relying on the roundly faulted civil government left by the Han House under 
the Liu family, even good programs beneficial to the people cunspicuously failed 
to vitalize the great cause of reform. 


Recause of the fierce counterattacks Launched by the big landlord stratum, Wang 
Mang, for the sake of maintaining his own rule, was afraid of provoking further 
changes in the situation; in the fourth year after the establishment of his reign, 
he reluctantly softened his proscriptive edicts against land annexation and 

slave sales; in the third year of the reign of Dihuang, they were simply repealed. 
In reality, land annexation and slave sales were not issues a feudal regime could 
solve in Wang Mang's time. Liu Xiu was a commonly acknowledged outstanding 
personality, but he was never able to limit land annexation and slave sales, and 
the annexing force of the powerful became even further enhanced during the Eastern 
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Han period. In China'a fuedal society, land annexation and slave sales constituted 
a salient, major social problem; powerful landlords in possession of extensive 

land and a large number of slaves were the real rulere in their respective 
localities; no reformist was potent enough to solve such problema. In requiring 
these big landlords to reatrain themselves and to make concessions was tantamount 
to asking the tigers for their hides; so his failure was inevitable. 


Wang Mang changed his currency four times successively with a view to following 
the approach of Emperor Wu of the Han House in turning the gold in the hands 

of the rich merchants into income of the state by means of such frequent 

changes; but he was too eager to achieve results. Under the restrictions of 

the five-equalization and six=control measures, the rich merchants found it 
impossible to pursue Large-scale businesses and hoarding and speculation; thus, 
taking advantage of these frequent changes in currency, they all resorted to 
clandestine minting of big coins. As a result, the currency became devalued, 

and the prices went up inereasingly drastically; this was the fatal wound that 
caused the failure of the currency reforms. Wang Mang then placed emphasis on 
“heavy punishment for violations of the law" in order to porhibit private minting 
of colina; the upshot was that the people also became guilty by association and 
thereby suffered the most and, naturally, their resentment was also the greatest. 
This greatly weakened the forces of reform. 


lipon his accession to the throne, Wang Mang proceeded, in respect to the vassal 
atates beyond the borders, to recover the seals the Han House had granted them 

nd to issue new ones to them. According to recordings of the “History of the 

‘n Dynasty," this was called replacing their tate seals with individual seals 
od demoting them from kings to princes. For this reason, Zhang's article alleges 
thac Wang Mang knew only how to give vent to his whims, so that he often started 
wars of conquest without reason and thereby destroyed the harmonious relations 
between the nationalities. We are of the opinion that this was merely a fuse. 
(n the basis of certain seals now unearthed which Wang Mang granted to the kin = 
of minority nationalities,!’ it has turned out that no Chinese character "zhang 
suggesting an “individual seal" was given at the end of each seal text. On the 
contrary, o seal text unearthed from a Han city in Xian, "Vietnam submitted upon 
doption of a princess as its heiress from the imperial family," illustrates that 
it Wang Mane carried out in respect to the minority nationalities was a policy 
of appeasement; the fact that Wang Mang's daughter by a concubine, Lu Luren 

17120 6629 0117], was married to Zhao Jun's [2507 0689) grandson, Duke She [1158], 
of Houan was also indicative of a continuation of the Western Han peace-by- 
marriage policy. The power of the Hunds declined after the reign of Emperor Wu 
of the Han House; by submitting to the Han Court, they were able to rest and 
flourish for several decades and thereby regained their strengtin, and, upon the 
pretext of the granting of the new seal, they sent a force co dieturt the border. 
Wing Mang dispatched 10 contingents of soldiers in an attempt to counterattack 

the liens, but because of successive years of famine and hence a lack of sufficient 
provisions, the commanding generals away from the capital became increasingly 
licentious and extortionist toward the common peopie. At the same time, Koguryo 
and the king ofGouding in the southwest both rose in rebellion. Under such 
-ircumstances, the total economic collapse caused by war expenses made the reforms 
altogether abortive. As Wang Fuzhi [3769 1133 0937) said: "Wang Mang's courti * 
f trouble began with his expedition agains, e Huns." 

















The process by which Wang Mang failed in his reforms was also the process by 
which he became an isolated and deserted man; his reforms also gradually lost 
their rationality. In the late period of Wang Mang's reign, he ignored the 
poverty in society and proceeded to rebuilt his nine family temples by imposing 
labor and service requirements in addition to levies; this resulted ultimately 
in causing the explosion of the sharp class contradictions in the late Western 
Han period. "When the peasants rose to resist Wang Mang, it was not because they 
were still so nostalgic about the Han House, nor did they wish to see the Han 
rulers regain their rule again; this was a distortion of the attitude of the 
masses of the people by those 8,000 scholars and officials who originally 
submitted their memorial in praise of Wang Mang but who, upon seeing the change 
of fortune, turned around to say things differently."19 


As we look at the whole course of Wang Mang's life, he had merits and also faults; 
his experience itself exhibits a change by stages. But what he was most 
concerned with throughout his life was the time of crisis facing the Western 

Han regime. Through reforms he attempted to renovate politics and establish 

a new economic structure. His was a rare case in Chinese history in which a 
person Like him was able on the eve of a large-scale explosion of social con- 
tradictions to readjust policies by a wide margin. 





Wang Mang's original intention was to put into effect a series of great 
undertakings, and his reforms were from beginning to end aimed at the stratum 
of big landlords; yet these undertakings ultimately turned into a great disaster 
to the people. This was something he never anticipated. His social foundation 
was weak, and his political experience was insufficient. He pressed his 
measures too impatiently, placed emphasis on Legislation but ignored how to 
have the laws implemented; his forces for reform were weak but the scale of 

his reforms was big. Trying to cope with everything the desirable way, he 
incurred endless diversions and confusions. Historically, the beginning of 
these reforms somehow arrived at the same time as their failure; this was a 
historical fact. But by no means can the failure of reforms be equated with 
corruption and extinction. In a word, it can hardly win one's support when an 
effort is made not to have Wang Mang compared in the midst of the contemporary 
political events of his time but to attribute the destruction of the Western 
Han Dynasty irrelevantly to Wang Mang's political reforms. Wang Mang is only 
made a scapegoat of the corrupt rule of the Western Han House in this way, and 
it is also precisely in this sense that we say Wang Mang's reform was a tragedy.

CONCERN OVER TMBALANCE BETWEEN PRODUCTION, POPULATION 
Beijing GHANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 12 Mar 81 p 2 


[Article: “Liaoning Demography Society Discusses Issues Related to the Imbalance 
in the Production of Goods and Population") 


[Text] Reporter Sun Jun [1327 6874) reports that at the most recent theoretical 
discussion session held by the Liaoning Demography Society, some specialists, 
scholars, and comrades who are engaged in family planning work felt that one 
important factor which has created the proportional imbalance in the national 
economy ie the proportional imbalance between the “two productions"=--production of 
goods and production of population. Thus, when carrying out readjustment of the 
national economy, we cannot just pay attention to the readjustment between the 
“two large categories"--consumption and production--or between agriculture, light 
industry, and heavy industry, but must also pay attention to resolving the imbalance 
between the “two productions.” Doing a good job of family planning, while an 
urgent matter, is also a long-range strategic mission. 


Comrades who attended the meeting felt that, due to the influence of “leftist” 
ideology, political movements in China in the past were frequent and economic work 
was bungled, and while development in the production of goods was still rapid and 

the achievements were obvious, control of the production of population was overlooked, 
and that this has created the present situation, in which the production of goods 

is not suited to the production of population. This proportional imbalance produces 
serious difficulties in education, health care and sanitation, housing, communi- 
cations, and employment and puts great pressure on the four modernizations. 


All analyzed the situation in a preliminary way as follows: an important cause of 
the above-mentioned problems was the interference of “leftist” ideology in popu- 
lation theory, which when studying economic development mistakenly made constant 
population growth into a socialist population law which manifested the superiority 
of the socialist system. After Ma Yinchu's proposal for family planning met with 
widespread criticiem in the 1950's, the population question was “off limits” in 

the area of theory. From 1949 to 1970 the population of Liaoning Province increased 
annually at a rate of 2.5 percent. In the W years since liberation, the popula- 
tion has increased 88 percent. The amount of arable land per person had dropped 
from 3.8 mu during the early postliberation period to 1.6 mu. 


Many comrades think that planning population production will be much more dif fi- 
cult and complex than planning the production of goods, and thus it requires the 
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serious coneern of the entire party if we are to stress population production as 
we etress the production of goods and do a good job of family planning. We should 
adopt the necessary administrative and economic measures, formulate concrete

{Text] Chen Muhua, deputy premier of the State Council, said today that the Central 
Committee of the CCP and the State Council have decided to hold the third national 
census on 1 July 1982. 


Since liberation, China has conducted two national censuses, the first in 1953 
and the second in 1964. 


After announcing this decision to a conference of provincial, autonomous region, 
and nationally controlled municipality census office directors which opened today, 
Chen Muhua said that census work is large-scale national survey research work. 
Through this census we will determine the correct number of China's population as 
well as the sex, age, nationality, cultural level, marital status, and Level of 
education of the population, and we will also determine the size of China's labor 
force and the distribution of labor by section and profession. This is important 
data necessary for adjusting proportional relationships in the national economy 
and for formulating national economic development plans and population policies. 


Chen Muhua said this census has some new features compared to the two earlier 
censuses. First of all, its scale is larger. Conducting a census of nearly 

1 billion persons is unprecedented in both Chinese and world history. Secondly, 
the number of categories is greater. In addition to the previously used census 
categories of name, age, sex, nationality, and cultural level, this census will 
have in addition the categories of marital status, level of education, sector 
composition and professional composition of those who are employed. Thirdly, 
electronic computers will be used to handle the large amount of census data. This 
demands that this time our work be raised to a new level and that we perform the 
work in each area carefully, in depth, accurately, and strictly. Chen Muhua also 
said that this census is not only of concern to the people, but is being watched 
by the world. United Nations population activity funds have provided subsidies and 
support for it. 
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Chen Muhua said that in order to prepare for next year's census, Wuxi Municipality 
and Wuxi County in Jiangeu Province already conducted a test cenaua last year, 

and this vear other provinces, autonomous regions, and nationally controlled cities 
will al. conduct test censuses and conscientiously and thoroughly do good prepara~ 
tory work in all areas, 


Chen Muhua pointed out that conducting this census well is necessary for economic 
readjustment and for construction of the four modernizations. This is an enormous 
and complex task, and it is hoped that all levele of party committees and govern- 
ment will give it their highest regard, strengthen leadership, and constantly 
provide the necessary support and supervision, so that cadres at all levels will 
fully understand the importance of this census and will organize forces from all 
areas into a single unit, do a good job of arranging the work plan, and through 
meticulous and complete preparations victoriously complete the mission of this 
census.

DEMOGRAPHIC RESEARCH MAKING PROGRESS IN NORTHWEST

{Text] The northwest area, where demographic research work has been very weak 

since the founding of the nation, has made some preliminary progress in recent years. 
A center for demographic research in the northwest--the Lanzhou University Demo- 
graphic Research Office=--has been established. NORTHWEST POPULATION, a scholarly 
publication for presenting the results of demographic research, has already started 
publication. Some institutions of higher education, social science research agencies, 
and family plenning sections have established demographic research agencies or 

have trained specialized or interdisciplinary researchers. Some institutions 

of higher education have set up special courses on demography and have organized 
faculty and students to start research work. Last year, the Gansu Family Planning 
Office held four training courses which combined demographic education with specific 
work in family planning, and while they launched family planning work they also 
trained persons for demographic research. 


Northwest demographic research has already achieved some initial results. Many 
comrades have written articles saying that we should change the erroneous view of 
the past, which held that "the northwest is vast and underpopulated, so it doesn't 
much matter if they do family planning,” and should stress work to control the 
population increase. Researchers at the Xi'an Communications University have 
applied systems engineering methods to build a new mathematical model of the 
population process which has attracted the attention of colleagues nationwide. 
Researchers of the Baoji Municipal Family Office has proposed a geometric mapping 
method and a simple calculation method of making population forecasts and popula- 
tion planning which has been welcomed by practical workers. Concerned agencies 
are also conducting useful inquiries into population economics, population history, 
population geography, population genetics, and urban population. 


Theoretical and practical population workers in Xinjiang, Qinghai, Gansu, and 
Ningxia have conducted a considerable amount of survey research on Tibetan, Uighur, 
and Hui minoricy nationalities and have brought up many theoretical and practical 
issues concerning minority nationalities. 
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
